Lately promifed a letter upon a queftion, ftarted 
in one of the Edinburgh papers, by a Gentle- 
man who feemed to be a little out of humour, and 
(as it often happens) difpofed to vent his fpleen up- 
on a wrong object. —He feridafly put tre queftion 
to the Public, Whether the Dittillery has been of 
any benefit to Scotland? Whether it does not hurt 
our tarnip trade, and lower the price of {pring grafs ? 
The,Gentlenran here allades to the introdaGion of 
grainy &c. ‘in the feeding of cattle. —With equal 
reafoh he might have afked, Whether wheat did not 
hurt oats? Whether turnips did not hurt /pring 
grafsy and potatoes both ?. Onr intreafed population, 
and the prices of the markets, more than faisicient. 
| A ene that the fupplies of food fall thort of the 
emand 5 and confequently, whoever, encreafes the 
neceflaries-of life, ‘is a valuable and ufeful citizen. 
I fhall therefore go tothe main queftion. 
It will appear to be a circumftance fingularly cu- 
fious, that as far back as the year 1720, Kerr of 
Kerfland; who was Captain of the Cameronians at 
the Union, asd who lived publicly to repent. his 
conduct upon that occafion, as an atonement for the 
wrongs he acknowledges to have done to his coun- 
try, molt earne(tly recommends two branches of bu- 
finefs to Scotland —Thefe were the diftilling of /pi- 
rits from grain, and the cotton manufatory.— His 
arguments are ingenioufly ftated, and experience, at 
the diftance of feventy years, has proved them to be 
folid *.

Tig Convention of Royal Burghs, in the year 
1736, circulated a letter in the country, again{t the 
pernicious practice of {muggling. A quotation from 
this fenfible and patriotic addrefs goes directly to the 
point at iflue.——* Whilft Flanders was the fcene 
where numerous armies acted, and when the great- 
eft part of Europe was engaged in war, which, in 
fome degree, prevented the culture of the ground, 
at the fame time that it made a great demand for 
gtain to fill magazines, the Britith grain, even of the 
meanest kin’r, was of value; and what remained, 
after fupplying the home confumption, found vent 
abroad ~ But now the cafe is {trangely alcered, ‘The 
world. is jn peace.

Hence it is evident that an importation becomes too 
often indifpenfable to infure yhe confampt even of 
our own produce. ; ; 
Having given this hiot to the farmer, I beg leave 
to conclude with a few words for the confideration 
of both themfelves and their mafters: they are ta- 
ken verbatim from the letter to the Conyen6n dl+ 
ready quoted. Att that time there was no importa>

Mr Dempfter rofe after Mr Foliffe, (whofe fpeech

had confiderably lowered them, which would give 
them a decided {uperiority over the branch in Scot- 
Jand ; he therefore hoped that fome provifion would 
be made for pattingysthe Scots manufature upon the 
fame footing with the Irifh, 

Sir Fames Fohnftone expreflzd fome degree of 
aftonifament at the objections advanced at that ftage 
of the bufinefs. He had been induced to believe, 

- that this would be @ day of jubilee, as the fine en.

obtaining their fimeries from France at cheaper rates ;

Mr Fox rofe. It was not his intention, he faid,

Convinced as he 
was, that a Commercial Treaty with Fraice would- 
be deftructive of the folitical glory, and ruinous to 
the political interelts of Great Britain, he could not 
but feel the importance of the fubjet, and though 
his arguments on it had by fome been called fuper- 
ftitious and romantic, yet the truth of them prefled 
mote ftrongly on his conviction than ever.” When 
he had argued, that from fimilar caufes, fimilar ef- 
feéts were to be expected, it was fuperfiition ; and 
when he ‘mentioned fach an olct-fathior ec! fyitem as 
the prefervation of the balance of yfower, it was 
treated as a mere romantic idea. But if he was not 
much mifinformed, the confequences of that roman- 
tic idea were already.vifible. If renort fpo%ce trary 
France, if her negociations with other powers, had 
begun to affunte a loftier tone, fymptoms of which 
had deen vifible from the very moment that fhe felt 
herfeif fecure in the comntercial alliance of Great 
Bricain. But as_iet was not his intention to dwell 
01a fabje& on which minifters front their fituation 
were much better informed thah he cou!d be, he 
would leave it to the Right Hon. Geatlemaa (Mr

With refpect to what an Hon. Gentleman behind 

‘him (Mr Dempfter) had obferved, as to the artitle 
of Jinen, he had ‘heard there was fome mifunder- 
ftanding ; and what was formetly fuppofed to be the 
conttruction of the Treaty on that article, was now 
differently underftood by both. ‘This was a bad o- 
men, and augured ill of the good faith of the nego- 
ciation. Perfpicuity, certainly, was none of the ar- 
tributes of the ‘Treaty ; and he was afraid the loofe 
wording of it would be produdtive of mach future 
diffemtion.. But there was one part of the Treaty, 
which, ig his opinion, had not been thoroughly coi- 
fidered, and that was the 7th and itth articles, re- 
fpecting the wines of Spain. He could hive wih- 
ed that the conftrution of thofe articles had formed 
part of the letter of the Treaty, and not been Iefi 
to the interpretation of a minilter of France; or of 
England. 

By our former Treaty with Spain, we are bound 
to admit her produce on the footing of the moit fa- 
voured nation. By the Methuen ‘[reaty, the wines 

* of Portugal are only to pay two-thirds of the duty 
on thofe of France. Portugal then ‘becomes the 
ges amicifima, and we matt admit Spanith wines 
at the fame duty, otherwife we violate the fpirit of 
the Treaty. —From which he argued, that as the 
words of the T'reaty were not confined to cuizes, we 
were alfo bound to receive every other article, the

in our power to lower the duties where high duties

It appeared to him, therefore, to be extremely 
unwife and impolitic to have entered ‘into a Cone | 
mercial ‘Treaty with France, till. we had previoufly 
made fome arrangement with Spain and Portugal, f 
as to have modelled with more peo our de 
mands on France; and it appeared equally abfurd 
that Spain fhould enjoy a boon in confequenee of ou 
Treaties with France and Portugal, without our re+ 
ceiving the fmalleft return for it. He exprefled bis 
fatisfatiion on the meature which had beed adopted 
for lowering the duties on Portugal wines;,and cho’ 
he had recommended it previous to ‘the pafling the 
French ‘Freaty, he hoped it would ftill have the 
fame effect, in thewing Portugal that in every fitua-, 
tion we will preferve our national faith, and the fpirit 
of our Treatics. 

With regard to the Confotidation Syfem, with 
which this bill had been connedted, he tryfted no 
man who difapproved of. the ‘Treaty would by that 
confideration te deterred from giving his vote, be- 
caufe it would involve in ix @ rejedtion of a meafure

The Chancellor of the Exchequer vole. He faid, 
that as the fubjec on which the Right Honourable 
Gentleman (Mr Fox) had now argued had been af 
ready amply difcuffed, he did not perceive the necel- 
fity of troubling the Houfe witi any particular reply:

acknowledgment was clear and decided. 

Mr Fox. faid.in reply, that although it swas faid 
by the Right Hoa. Geotleman that fuch was the 
acknowledgments of the Freach Miniitry, yet what 
related to an article of ‘Treaty. ihould be afcertained 
and underitood from writing ; for if any removal-of 
the Minifter of either country thould happea, there.

It was 
alfo equally obvi.us, that this immediate advantage 
operated as a bribe, and they were blinded to the 
certainty of future evil by prefent advantage. Mach 
as an Hon. Baronet in his eye, Sir James~ Joh. 
ftove, pleafed him by the frequent ebullitions of his: 
Lace@emonian eloquence, he did not allow hig con- 
clufion to be founded in the premifes he laid dawn. 
Ele owned we fhould have cheaper wines, cheaper 
gewgaws, -and cheaper finerics in abundance ; but 
this cheapnefs was the very thing which above all 
others he dreaded. We were lofing by hatty ftrides 
ali our diftinSions as Englifhmen, and he feverely 
deprecated the aniverfality of a praSice which he 
obferved was chily gaining ground. One effect of 
this inavfpicious treaty, and which gave much real 
concern was, that it had already created a kind’ of 
indiTerenc., or rather a-quarretling fort of jealoufy 
between Great Britain and Ireland: Inftead of. re- 
garding each other with mutual fatisfagtion, eonf- 
dence, and dependence, they looked afkance on 
each other, and feemed equally intent on direéting 
their attentions to.
